Just before the final vote was 
called, Senator Hiram Johnson 
pronounced a malidiction upon the 
World Court which he denounced 
as the entering wedge of the 
League of Nations. Senator Bruce, 
of Maryland, immediately after the 
vote was taken arose and con- 
gratulated the Democrats and Re- 
publicans on the “YEEy noble act 
they had done.” 

Most of the day was devoted to 
a dramatic fight over the reserva- 
tions by Senator Moses of New 
Hampshire to strip the World 
Court of power to enforce its 
decree on war through the League 
of Nations. The irrerconciables 
rallied around this reservation but 
it was defeated 69 to 22

The world court-tax reduction legislative tangle 
presents some novel if not entirely new aspects of the 
famous filibuster. These two measures, each clamor- 
ing for action in the senate, afford the proponents and 
opponents, who form four hazily separated groups an 
opportunity for all manner of parliamentary monkey- 
business. 


‘If the opponents of the court wani a fight they 
can have it, according to the supporters. And the 
latter are preparing to match the nega.ive filibuster of 
the irrenconcilables with a positive one. . The purpose 
of each maneuver is to wear out the other side and 
cast in into such a state of mental weariness that they 
will fail at some strategic moment to cover up. Such 
failure to be on guard will, it is presumed, be followed 
instantly by a paralyzing blow and the battle will be 
over. 

The methods of warfare and the prize ring are 
thus introduced into what is owlishly referred to as the 
world’s greatest deliberative body. Reason and 
logical marshalling of facts are not so much factors in 
the debate as long-windedness and ability to trick and 
intrigue for advantage.
